Applicant's arguments filed 06 June 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Applicant argues that Horlander does not teach that the VCR 
determines whether an command sequence sent from VCR to set top box 170 has 
restored the set top box 1 70 to a responsive sate . In response, it is noted that at 
section 0267, Horlander teaches that if the set top box 170 is determined being OFF , 
the VCR turns the set top box to ON state for receiving the data . Horlander further 
teaches a monitoring circuitry that analyzes the video signal (section 0248) and 
generates a state signal indicating whether the set top box is operational (section 
0026-0029).
